DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Westberg et 
al. [US 6,137,399; Westberg] in view of Kalogerson [US 4,174,766]. 

Regarding to claim 1 : Westberg discloses an engine speed sound-warning 

device comprising, a central processor [64]; an induction an input unit [60, 62]; a settting 
selection unit [26]; and output load unit [28], wherein processor receives the value of 
engine speed and compares with the selected value input, and emits a warning signal 
when engine value speed is larger than the selected value [as shown iri^Fig. 3, col. 2, lines 
31-38, col. 4, lines 30-50 and col. 5, lines 22-28]. Westberg does not specifically 
discloses that warning signal is a warning sound, it is known in the art that warning 
indicator can be alternative of visually/audibly indicator or both. In an analogous 
invention to Kalogerson a similar type of indicator is provided to driver is a warning 
sound indicator 16 [see Fig. 3, col. 2, lines 35-43], therefore, it would have been obvious 
of one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the claimed invention, to combine the 
warning sound indicator as taught by Kalogerson into the system of Wetberg, for the 
benefit of driver does not need to take his/her eyes of the road. 
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Regarding to claim 2: 



Westberg and Kalogerson disclose all the limitation 



as described in claim above, but lack in specifically teach that warning sound that 
emulates a sound produced by a racing car at high engine speed. Kalogerson had stated 
in [col. 1, lines 14-23] meaning that his indicating device 10 includes warning-sound is 
an improvement of indicator prior arts for sports or racecars drivers. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious of one having ordinary skill in the art to recognize that, the warning 
sound indicator suggested by Kalogerson is suitable for racecar environment.
